Alaska Road Body 
To Study US. Link 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—(AP) 
—Creation of an Alaska. interna- 
tional highway commission was ap- 
proved yesterday by the House of 
Representatives foreign affairs 
committee after witnesses said 
highway connections with the ter- 
ritory are among the United States’ 
most pressing needs. 

The measure, by Representative 
Mike Mansfield (Dem., Mont.), 
would provide for appointment by 
the president of a commission of 
eight members to co-operate with 
a similar Canadian commission to 
investigate feasibility of construct- 
ing a road or roads under super- 
vision of the two governments, 

THE COMMISSION could select 
a route that would go through 
either British Columbia, Alberta 
or Saskatchewan and the Yukon 
territory. This, Mr. Mansfield told 
the committee, would permit the 
route to start from Montana if that 
route east of the mountains was 
found feasible. 

A previous Alaska international 
commission considered only routes 
that went through British Colum- 
bia and which would have had to 
start from Washington state.

Sees Danger 
- In Conviction 
Nazi Groups

NUERNBERG, March 1.—(AP)— 
A defence lawyer, pleading for dis- 
missal of war crimes 


today warned that millions 
Germans would turn back to Nazi-| 
ism if they are branded as war 
criminals for their membership in| 
the organizations, 

“THERE IS HARDLY one famly 
in this country whose relatives were 
not connected with one of these or- 
ganizations,” said Dr. Martin 
Loeffler, attorney for the SA—Hit- 
ler’s original brownshirted street 
fighters. 

“If they find themselves branded 
and ostracized, the effect would be 
the opposite of that we hoped for,” 
he told the international military 
tribunal. 

Many of the 21 individual defend- 
ants in the prisoners’ box glared 
at Loeffler as he declared that con- 
demnation of the organizations 
would enable the Nazi leaders “to 
conceal themselves behind the 
backs of millions.” 

MANY OF 
members, he said, were just as 
ignorant of Nazi war aims as were 
foreign powers. 


The prosecution presented argu- 
ments yesterday to support its de- 
mand that the SA and five other 
indicted Nazi organizations be tried 
and convicted. of war crimes 
charges. 

The lawyer told the tribunal that 
the German people were peculiarly 
easy victims for Nazi hoodwinking. 

“The political instinct which 
characterizes the British and Am- 
erican people is lacking in Ger- 
many”, he said. 

“THE GERMANS are politically 
immature and easily misled and 
hence particularly susceptible to 
political seduction”, Loeffler con- 
tinued. 

He contended that of the 4,000,- 
000 men who were brownshirts, not 
more than two per cent were guilty 
of punishable actions. | 

Admitting the SA had committed | 
“individual excesses” in the vio-| 
lence which helped Hitler seize 
power in Germany and in the per- 
secution of Jews, Loeffler said 
“they were deplorable, but such 
excesses are unavoidable in a 
movement involving such large 
numbers of people”. 

TO PROSECUTION contentions 
that the SA had participated in a 
criminal conspiracy he replied: “It 
is part of the nature of a con- 
spiracy that its aim should be kept 
secret... It is obvious that an or- 
ganization of millions was not de- 
signed to carry out a secret plot”.

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Housing and Social Security 


No program of planned social security 
can be complete unless it recognizes the need 
for adequate housing accommodation. 

This is what speakers declared before the 
Appraisal Institute of Canada at its annual 
convention in Winnipeg on Wednesday. 

The declaration is notable because it 
marks the first instance in which social 
security has been plainly and definitely 
linked with housing. And yet the connection 
is inescapable, Social security aims primar- 
ily at maintaining the integrity of society as 
a protection for the individual. The unit of 
society, without which civilized society could 
not exist, is the home. Homes are not poss- 
ible without adequate housing. 

This is the unanswerable logic which 
makes housing a vital part of the social 
security program. 

It is impossible for one to understand, 
then, why a government which, like the fed- 
eral government, lays such proper and justi- 
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matter—are survivors from an era that has 
gone, and should be abandoned. 

It is to be hoped that the trend in this 
direction which the Washington officials 
think they detect, will spread and continue. 


The Pillory 


Washington proposes that Britain, 
France and the United States join together 
to publicly condemn the regime of General 
Franco. This is an alternative to the French 
proposal that the three unite in breaking off 
trade relations with Spain. 

The Washington plan has the great ad- 
vantage that Franco, and not the people of 
Spain, would be directly affected. Instead of 
being themselves penalized on his account, 
Spaniards would see their dictator pilloried 
by the great powers as a_ usurper of civil 
rights and a pro-Nazi outcast from the con- 
cert of nations. 

This might or might not speed the down- 
fall of Franco, which is inevitable in any 
event. It would certainly do nothing to con- 
solidate his grip. 

Spaniards who know that their country 
cannot prosper in isolation would under- 
stand that they can hope for no favoring 
considerations abroad while the dictator 
speaks in their names. They would know 
also that if France brings the present Span- 


it threatens to do, a verdict of condemnation 
could be expected there also.

can, it is said, prevent starvation on an ap- 
paling scale, perhaps on a scale never equal- 
ed. 

Neither in Asia nor elsewhere is there 
any area, outside this continent, from which 
substantial supplies can be drawn. And this 
continent is already committed to ship more 
food to Europe than it has yet been sending 
in monthly consignments, 

In particular India wants wheat. Last 
year it bought four million dollars’ worth 
from Canada, and needs larger quantities 
now. That Canada can meet the need in any 
large way is not very promising. We are al- 
ready shipping a million bushels a day to 
hungry Europe, and the safety reserve will 
be down to the danger mark when the mar- 
keting year ends. 

But whatever can be done for India 
should be done, whether by the supply of 
wheat or some other food. Thus far Canad- 
ians have done no more than slightly incon- 
venience themselves in order to spare food 
for the hungry people overseas. A little real 
belt-tightening wouldn’t hurt us. 


Obsolete Methods 


Labor department officials at Washing- 
ton see a new trend in labor-management 
contracts. A wholesome trend in that labor 
is assuming more responsibility for keeping 
the wheels of industry turning when employ- 
ees have contracted to do this. 

Thus in one new contract the employees 
of a great automobile concern agree that 
fines shall be imposed upon any who may 
take part in an illegal stoppage of work. If 


that rule held throughout industry, the | 


“wildcat strike” would soon become a thing 
of the past. 

Most of the strikes which have occurred 
in recent months, on both sides of the border, 
have been of that variety, In the majority 
of cases the men quit work without having 
been told to do so by their duly elected of- 
ficers. In some instances they struck in de- 
fiance of the advice of these officials, and 
continued to stay out in disregard to their 
appeals to return. ‘ 

The public interest in the matter is of 
course the continuance or interruption’ of 
production. A fully authorized strike, after 
negotiations have failed, and in keeping with 
the law, involves loss of output which the 
public bear without protest. But when pro- 
duction is halted by a strike which has not 
been duly and legally called, those who suf- 
fer indirectly feel that they have proper 
grounds for complaint. 

Complaints against this kind of treat- 
ment have been voiced with growing fre- 
quency and energy of late. Public opinion is 
getting vocal on the point that the “wildcat 
strike’ —or an unjustified lock-out for that

Said Menacing 
Alta. Growers 


Interests of Alberta sheep ranch» 
ers were involved in terms of @ 
resolution proposed to the Legis 
lative Assemty by L. C. Halmrast, 
newly-elected Social Credit mem: 
ber for Warner, himself a sheep 
raiser, on Thursday afternoon as 
the day's sittings opened. This was 
private members’ day and Mr. 
Halmrast’s resolution was the first 
of a number to receive the cone 
sideration of the assembly. 

THE RESOLUTION mentioned 
that there was huge stockpile of 
wool in the world, which had been 
accumulated through the war years 
and said that unless some steps 
were taken to reduce this stockpile 
many sheep men may have ¢o turn 
to other fields of husbandry due te 
the threat such a pile creates to 
a market for their wool. 

The resolution asks that the fed- 
eral government enact legislation 
which would increase the percent 
age of wool in goods sold as woolen 
and also requested that all such 
goods carry a label indicating the 
|amount of wool and the amount of 
shoddy which has gone into its 
manufacture. 

There are nearly 3,000 sheen 

raisers in the province, Mr. Halme 
rast said, who had received @ guare 
anteed price for their product dur- 
\ing the war and for a year there- 
after. But all of them knew of the 
2 billion pounds of wool which were 
held in reserve largely in the 
United States and felt that this 
stock-pile represented a danger te 
price levels. 
W. R. CORNISH (SC—Vermilion} 
seconded the resolution and pointed 
out that in the United States legis 
lation is enforced which calls fos 
the labelling of woollen goods ag 
suggested by the resolution.
